A letter received from—— of Moosh, 
yesterday, says that indeed a virulent 
form of 'cholera is spreading' in that 
city. From twenty-five to thirty-five 
deaths a day occur.

As the 
time goes on the extent of the slaugh- 
ter seems to be confirmed as greater 
than was first supposed. Six thousand 
is a low figure; it is probably nearer 
10,000. Mr. Hal ward, the new consul 
at Van, has come directly here, and it 
is said that the other consuls at Erz-' 
room have also been sent $p investi- 
gate. 


The government tried to get the peo- 


ple here to sign an address to the sov- 
ereign expressing satisfaction with 
his rule, disclaiming sympathy with

The 
first rharge is that Judge Eicks "Did 
wnlaivfnily. willfully, fraudulently 
and jorruptly, on various dates be- 
tween September 19, 1880, and Decem- 
ber '.!7, 1801, cheat and defraud the 
Unltod States out of various sums of 
money, ranging from 912 to 943 in 
each instance, and aggregating 91,- 
CM.7!>, which had been paid into the 
circuit court." 


Chitrge No. 2 is that Ju dge Ricks, on 


November 10, 1890, willfully and cor- 
ruptly counseled, advised, persuaded 
and induced Martin W. Sanders (his 
successor at circuit court clerk) to omit 
from his report to the attorney-gen- 
eral of his fees and emolument*, said 
aum >f 9M5875 


Th a third charge is that Judge Ricks, 


on January 10.1HUO, "did willfully and 
corruptly certify to the correctness of 
said report of Martin W. Sanders, be 
at the time well knowing that there 
was omitted therefrom said sum of 91,- 
658 7'.," and it is also set forth that "by 
reason of the above facts said Augus- 
tus J, Ricks has shown himself to be a 
person wholly unfitted to properly per- 
form the duties and maintain the dig- 
nity and character of said judicial of- 
fice.' 


Mi Kline read a lengthy statement 


'Were your accounts examined alter 


yon ceased to be clerk?" 


"Yes; in August. 1889." 
"When did you account to the de- 


partment after 18937" 
"In March, 1893, I remitted a bal- 


ance due the department." 


Mr. Bailey asked about the Birdsell

A BRUTE'S~CONFESSION. 


Obarlen Bart Tolli How He Abased and 


Murdered the Good Children. 


TOLEDO, O., Nov. 37.—A stenographic 


report of the confession made by 
Charles Hart, in which he convicts 
limself of the murder of the Good 
children at Paulding. was made pub- 
lic yesterday, and in its horifying de- 
tails emphasizes the awful brutality 
of the dual crime. In some respects 
the confession differs from the first 
statement made by Hart. 
He then 


implicated Men-lit, the colored preach- 
er, whom he charged with despoiling 
the little girl, and now he asserts that 
only he (Hart) had to do with the 
crime, save that Clarence Brindle 
burned, at Hart's request, the clothes 
worn by the murderer at the time of 
the killing, and which were soiled 
with the blood of the two children. 
Hart says in his confession: 


I was home on the wood pile when 


Ashby and Elsie (meaning the two 
children) came down the road and 
went over the bridge over the big 
ditch and playing back in the woodg. 
I don't know what made me do it, but 
I followed them, and when they got 
back far enough I caught them and

MM. Rachel H. Moore, widow of 


the late Gen. J. H. Moore, who has been 
ill since'Nov. 18, passed'away in death 
last evening at 5:30 o'clock at 651 West 
Prairie avenue, in the 73d year of her 
age. Her illneea was n«t regarded as 
alarming, and while she was given the 
best of attention by the family and by 
skilled physicians, i^was believed she 
would recover1, bat the trouble was with 
her heart, and heart failure caused her 
death.

Lebanon, and there in Sept. 13,1842, she 
was married to Jesse H. Moore. In 
1861 she and her husband removed to 
Decatur where ho assumed the pastor- 
ate of the only Methodist church then 
in this city. 
Her husband afterwards 


became widely known as General Jesse 
H. Moore, having gone into the war as 
colonel of the 115th Illinois Volunteers. 
He was 
a 
member 
of 
Congress. 


In 1881 General Moore was appointed 
U. S. Consul at Callao, Peru, and his 
wife accompanied him to that country 
where he died with yellow fever in July 
1883. She returned to Decatur to re- 
side at the old home place on Prairie 
avenue. The deceased was the mother 
of ten children, six of whom are living. 
They are Mrs. George R. Steele, of 651 
West Prairie avenue, Decatur, W. E. 
B. Moore and Mrs C. C. McComas, oj 
Los Angeles, Cal., Lieut C. B. T. Moore, 
of the U. S. navy and now with his ship 
Newark, in the Atlantic squadron, Mrs.

The Octogenarian Passes Away at

Rev. Isaac Eretzinger died at bis home 


in Latham at- 1:30 o'clock a. m. Satur- 
day, after an illness of a short time. 


Isaac Kretzinger was born in Shenan- 


doah county, Virginia, January 8, 1915, 
and at the time of his death was 79 
yeare, 9 months and 16 days old. He 
was of good, sturdy stock. His father 
was in Jackson's command at the battl> 
of New Orleans. He came to Illinois 
from Ohio in 1854 (where he had movei 
from Virginia), settling in Hancock 
county. In 1873 he moved to Latham 
where he located and has lived ever 
since. He was for fifty years an effec 
tive preacher in the United .Breth 
ren church and was successful as 
a minister. 
He was a man in his 


younger days, and in fact up to within a 
few years of his death, of robust anc 
strong constitution, and was possessed 
of a mind as strong as his body, anc 
alwajs had the courage of his convic 
tions, being positive and firm, which 
made him a leader of men. He compro 
mised %with nothing that was wrong 
and this characteristic made him, in an 
early day, a strong opponent of slavery 
and his opinions upon this subject were 
expressed, regardless of conditions or 
circumstances and without fear. 


He was three times married. His last 


wife survives him. The other two died 
He was the father of an interesting fara 
ily. Those surviving are Hon. W. II 
Kretzinger, of Latham; Qeo. W. Kret 
zinger, of Chicago, an attorney con 
nected with the Moi>on railway com 
pany; J. F. Kretzinger, a\<x> an attorney 
of Chicago, Mrs. Sarah Bentley and 
Mrs. Maunie M. Godfrey. 


Funeral services were held at the Bap 


tist church in Latham Sunday inormog 
at 10 o'clock, and were conducted by 
Rev. A. B. Powell of theU. B. church
